It is 
the same in life: do not waste yourself on useless details 
Study really begins with a singer only when he leaves 





the studio. <A teacher can not do more than give you 
your first foundation and technique. He can prepare 
your muscles, he can prepare you for your effort, but 
your actual development can come only with time and, 
above all, practical experience in your career. One 
must begin at such an early age that both in character 
and in voice one is undeveloped, and one can do only 
what one is capable of doing at that stage of one’s 
development. One can increase one’s voice and talent 
only by experience. One must work constantly to 
do this. Anything that is absolutely true of one art 
or one career, on general principles, is true of others 
‘Eternal vigilance is the price’ of everything that is 
worth having 

It is impossible to tell what effect praise will have on 
astudent. The proof of the pudding is invariably in 
the eating, and it is only the degree of future develop- 
ment in him that will prove the justice of one’s meth- 
ods in dealing with him. Praise is not going to spoil a 
really splendid worker; it will only make such a one 
more ambitious. Some people are spoiled by praise, 
others are encouraged; some become self-satisfied and 
disinclined to work, others are spurred on to greater 
efforts by the same methods 

To appear properly in grand opera, one must strive 
to be a part of the picture. Singers and actors make a 
great mistake when they come outside the proscenium 
arch, for when they do, they come out of that very 
picture. I try never to come outside the proscenium 
arch if I can possibly help it. It is not now as in the 
early days of opera. The public has become more ex- 
acting. If one did any particular thing, or a line of 
things, well in those days, it was enough. Now, the 
public exacts illusion and atmosphere in unreality. 


Infinite Care for Detail 


If all the lines of one’s costume are right, it helps one 
in giving an illusion, and that is a matter I have always 
studied. For example, when I was to appear in ‘* Tos« “a 
I immediately began to think of the costume and the 
head-dress of this part. I dressed and redressed my own 
hair. I was inspired by a portrait which I had seen in 
the Boston Art Museum before I went abroad in 1886. 
The instant I knew I was to appear as Tosca, I remem- 
bered this portrait, and I said, ‘‘That is the head I must 
copy.’’ It was the one of Betsy Patterson, afterward 
the Princess Jerome Bonaparte, by Gilbert Stuart. I 
copied her head absolutely. I studied it, worked over 
it till I got the exact effect. My only trouble was that 
her hair was straight and mine is wavy, and a few out- 
lines were difficult to get 3ut I got a correct copy as 
far as I possibly could. There is not a detail, even to 
the shoes, of this same Tosca costume that is not care- 
fully carried out. And it has been the same with all 
the operas I have sung 

I believe J was the first singer on the operatic stage 
to give serious attention to the composition of a head 
I mean among the heroines of opera. In former times, 
a tragic heroine wore her hair flowing, and heroines of 
the lighter operas wore their hair dressed according to 
the prevailing fashion 

I always have my costumes tried on before repeating 





nirrors, so that if there are any defective lines I see 
them. I am very particular about this, and that is why 
I look much taller on the stage—I study my lines. ; 

A love of beauty in all its forms is a great help to any 
artistic career. It seems to me that a real artist must 
vibrate to beauty and sincerity in all the arts.
